Training Partnership Act of 1982， 
the CETA replacement ITecently 
Signed into law by President 
Reagan，has been cautiously and 
goolly received -by many who 
provide job training in the 
Chinese American community. 

The new Program emphasizes 
direct participation of employ- 
ers in designing training Drograms 
and rejects the public works type 
jobs created under the CETA.

Morris Ballard，an attorney for 
the Mexican American Legal De- 
fense and 卫 ducation Fund and 
involved in_ the case，also dis- 
counted INS claims that the ruling 
had severelyhampered INS opera- 
世 ons， : 

“It hampered the INS only to a 
minor degree,”said Ballard.“The 
effect 让 had was to make the INS 
less efficient,， but only 记 the sense 
that they had to coriform to the 
law,，and its always less efficient 
to conform to the law than to act 
in an arbitrary manner.

Ilchert insisted that Aguilars in- 
junction had“seriously impacted” 
on the ability of the INS to func- 
tion and that this was the basis for 
the appeal.

the injunction would have and 
that it was necesSary that the 
injunction be stayed, The court of 
appeals felt that 让 it let the

JIlchert added that the INS had 
requested the court of appeals 
address the constitutional issues of 
the case，but the court declined， 
issuing only a one paragraph

The main suit is still pending. 
Ilchert declined to comment on 
whether the INS would appeal a 
decision in the case that prevents

Court Vacates 
Verdict Against 
legal Alien 


LOS ANGELES 一 A federal 
appeals court last Week vacated 3a 
Sentence. imposed on an un- 
documented alien because 这 
appeared the defendant had 
received additional punishment 
for exercising his constitutional 
right to a jury trial. 

After being convicted of ile- 
gally entering the US，and then 
Te-entering after deportation，Jose 
Luis “Medina-Cervantes Te- 
ceived the maximum two-year 
Priison term and a $1,000 fine for 
each offense，reported the 厂 os 
Amgeles Times， 

According to the court's trans- 
Scripts，San Diego federal court 
Judge Howard B. Turrentine told 
the defendants attorney George 
C. Boisseau of Public Defen- 
ders of San Diego, Inc.: 

-“Its obvious to me thatthis man 
wanted a trial，with all his 
constitutional rights，and he 
insisted on them...Cost to the 
government for the jury，with 40 
jurors，$30 apiece，is $1,200. 
Figure that transportation Was 
$1,500. .All I can see is he was 
just thumbing his nose at ouUT 
judicial system.,” 

The three-judge appeals panel 
also found statements indicating 
the fine amount had been leveled

SACRAMENTO 一 A recent 
bil， AB 2949，sponsored “by 
Assemblyman Richard Alatorre 
(D-LA) and signed by Governor 
Jerry Brown last month will make 
“Tequests for bilingual ballot， 
paimphlet，materials -requests con- 
人 idential.” 

In the event of a _ criminal pro- 
ceeding，such information would， 
however, be available through the 
Subpoena Process，according to 
chief legal counsel for the 
Assembly Elections and Reappor- 
tionment Committee,Jm Tucker. 
The Federal Privacy Act would 
otherwise forbid such requests. 


AMENDMENT 

The legislation Was _ originally 
docketed as _ another bill which 
Was defeated in the Senate com- 
Imittee by one vote. According to 
Tucker, that bill ran into two PrIo- 
blems in that “the Republicans 
(on the Committee) did not want 
to vote on any b 记 covering bi- 
lingual ballots or election PIOVi- 
Sions” and one Democratic 
Senator joined the boycott. 

In a joint Assembly-Senate 
conference committee，AB 2949， 
Which was originally a technical 
election code amendment direct- 
ing county clerks on local reap- 
portionment matters，was amen- 
ded to include the confidentiality 
provisions. IThe- conference com- 
mittee passed the amended bill， 
Which was later passed by both 
houses of the legislature.

migrated，may be dangerous be- 
cause of nearby lands pocked with 
Vietnamese land mines and 
Vietnamese rocket fire attacks, the 
most recent of which occurred just 
last month . 

Their greatest concern，how- 
ever, is the all-too-likely possi- 
bility that the village will become 
a prime target for a Vietnamese 
attack because it serves as the 
headquarters for Sihanouk's force 
of 3,000 men，

December and may be able to 
enter the February academy class， 

Spencer and other advocates for 
women and minorities met with 
Shannon and Mayor Dianne Fein- 
stein over the issue on Monday， 
and will hold another meeting in a 
month.

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Hong Kong s Future: An 
Amicable Resolution ?

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Recent 
Uncertainty Over the future of 
Hong Kong has wreaked havoc 
on the Hang Seng Index and has 
stirred Up considerable business 
for immigration attorneys， 了 But， 
while pessimism eolofs the outlook 
of some large investors，others 
.predict an amicable resolution of 
the Hong Kong question，one 
guaranteeing its continued 
Prosperity and security，as cited 记 
the recent London-Beijing joint 
communique: 


Eormer journalist and Hong 
了 ong resident' Bill Yim is one of 
those who foresees continued pros- 
perity for 了 ong Kong. Now in 
advertising and recently passing 
through the Bay Area on business， 
Yim is solidqly optimistic about the 
future of HK. 

VALUE 

“Hong Kong is useful not only 
for China and Britain, but for the 
whole world 一 all parts reap 
benefit from Hong Kong. Politics 
is politics，money is money，bnut 
you cant really separate the two 
in Hong Kong，Yim contested. 


“China doesnt want to discuss 
the treaty 一 China doesn't even 
recognize the 1997 date 一 that is 
a stalemate. But both sides agree 
on the value of Hong Kong，and 
hope for the -Prosperity and 
security of Hong Kong;,”Yim 
pointed out. The joint commun- 
ique of the British and Chinese 
contained only two paragraphs 一 
onesupporting continued pros- 
perity in HK，and one on contin- 
ued negotiations， he pointed onut. 

“ITIhe 昌 ag is the issue. :了 Beijing 
has even admitted that Taiwan is 
doing better，HK money is very 
jinvolved in China's future， HK 
itself is so very small，but it's very 
needed for China.， What's the 
point of causing any trouble?” 
Yim queried， 

“Some say that HK is so small， 
China can easily do without 让 
But theres not any point ip doing 
without it，there's no point to 
killing the whole thing for pride or 
an extreme Sense of nationalism ,” 
Yim contended. 

上 ECONOMY 

Although Yim believes in an 
amicable resolution，he is realistic 
about the potential catastrophic 
results the current indecision 
could have on HK's short- term 
economy， 


“The question is how long it w 订 
take to settle the negotiations. The 
investors obviously hope for early 
negotiation， It will take at least a 
few years 一 and many are afraid 
the expiration of the New Terri- 
tories lease in 15 years. There are a 
lot of big projects in HK 一 there's 
talk of a Kowloon bridge，the 
underground tunnels are being 
expanded. The investors don't 
want to waste their time and 
money 寺 they're going to lose 
everything in 15 years,”Yim 
noted 

“Ithink both sides want to save 


face...Isee an administration by 
China，management by the 
British,” Yim predicted. The 


resolution of Macao's status 
several years ago when Portugal 
normajlized relations with China 
(Portugal acknowledged China's 
Sovereignty， Beijing allowed 
Portuguese administration of the 
small port) is not comparable to 
Hong Kong，Yim contended， He 
doesn't feel that Beijing would be 
successful in single-handedly ad- 


ministering HK. 

“Macao is basically the same as 
when ii was ceded，Hong Kong 
was a barren rock when the 
British first got 让 ,and now it's a

“China has hinted that most 
people 一 记 vestors and business 


people 一 would not be affected 
by the changes，but that they 
would be flying the Chinese flag 
.Its a matter of face.， Britain 
makes:a lot of money from Hong 
Kong, although its not that much 
in relation to its total income,” 
Yim pointed out. 


“IT foresee both Parties issuing a 
joint communique on Hong 和 ong 
recognizing Chinese sovereignty 
over Hong Kong, but allowing the 
British to _ continue to _ operate the 
Port until such a time 一 .50 years 
or So 一 when final negotiations 
can be worked out. This will give 
the investors a chance, and by that 
time the people with such strong 
feelings will be dead in China and 
Britain,”Yim contended. 

Beijing's and London's con- 
flicting opinions on Hong Kong's 
future status which _ created such 
anuproar following Thatcher's 
Visit to China took many，includ- 
ing Yim, by surprise.， 


“IThe British -are a very sober 
people and they know China well. 
It _ was because of the panic in 
Hong Kong following repeated 
statements from Beijing about 
China's sovereignty over HK that 
Thatcher was pressured into going 
to China，I believe.I think she

“I had expected good news 
following her trip 一 Td thought 
that diplomats had negotiated the 
hard points earlier， paving the 
road for the final agreement Yim 
toldast/ West. 

PANIC 

“The panic (in HK) was caused 
by repeated Chinese statements on 
Hong 玉 ong being a sovereign part 
of China. But they (the investors) 
forgot that this has been a 
repeated statement since Sun 
Yat-sen 一 China has never Tecog- 
nized even the (New Territories 
lease) date of 1997.” 


“Basically, Iam optimistic over 
Hong Kong's continued prosperity 
and security. Both parties are now 
Sober enough to realize the impor: 
tance of this for both sides 一 让 
would affect not only both of 
them, but the rest of the world as 
well, trade-wise,”Yim said， 

Yim himself has had first-hand 


'， experience dealing with Chinese 


bureaucracy，in a much earlier 
time.， While a. young Teporter 
working for United Press in HK， 
Yim hadqd been assigned to: enter 
China to 
Dawney，the brother of an 
American CIA U-2 pilot who had 
been shot down over China， The 
brother visited the pilot once a 
year，and was cautious on com- 
menting to the press in HK，

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Next 
Tuesday, local voters will have an 
opportunity to go to the polls to 
Tegister their feelings about the 
proposed establishment of an 
Office of Citizen's Complaints 
within the Police Department. 

Proposition A would form a 
civilian office to hear and investi- 
gate complaints filed against the 
police. Under the plan，only the 
executive director would face 
appointment by the Police Com- 
missioner， Currently，Police per- 
sonnel handqle complaints through 
the Internal Affairs Division. 

Many San Franciscans har- 
bored a growing dissatisfaction 
with the way in which the police 
dealt with complaints against 
itself and its officers. The primary 
cause of the unhappiness seemed 
to be the appearance of inade- 
quate investigation and unfair- 
ness and came to a head last year， 
(下 /W 8/12/181). 


Though these earlier efforts to 
:_ reform the _ investigation Process 
did not result in the incorpora- 
tion of civilian input, it-did bring 
about a few changes in the 
System's policies and Procedures 
and it may have spurred the 
development of this proposition. 

A long-time historical: oppon- 
ent of civilian review boards, the 
San Erancisco Police Officers 
Association has' taken a “no 
Position ”stance for this election， 
Chair of the group's Legislation 
Committee，and a seven-and-a- 
half-year :veteran Dolice officer，

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Charging 
his opponent，Congressman Phil- 
lip Burton with neglecting the 
needs of his constituents in favor 
of "building up a personal power 
base,” State Senator Milton 
Marks claims that“San Francisco

Though both he and Burton 
have been characterized as poli- 
tical liberals，Marks asserted that 
attitude towards responsibilities to 
constituents formed a basic differ- 
ence between the two men，

“There is an obligation on the 
part of any pubjlic official to pay 
attention to the needs and con- 
cerns of the public official's 
constituents. Ehave done that. 

“了 believe (Burton) has spent 
most of his time up'till the election 
away from San Erancisco. 工 
Understand that's a requirement of 
his job, but he comes back maybe 
Once every ten days and most San 
Eranciscans have never seen him. 
If Congressman Burton were to 
walk down the street，he would
